SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The dominant effect of the magazine entitled Double Dicking Caroline comes from 
explicit depictions of a variety of sexual activity. Several depictions degrade and 
dehumanise the participants because they focus on genitals as opposed to whole 
bodies. However, such depictions are significantly outnumbered by non-degrading and 
non-dehumanising depictions of sexual activity. 

The above criteria, as discussed under s3 of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993, is balanced against the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
(NZBR Act). The classification given to the publication is considered to be a 
reasonable limit on the right to freedom of expression as outlined in s5 of the NZBR 
Act. Therefore, Double Dicking Caroline is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 
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
